However, the direct tax is now 
.a kind of co-operative inve-stmenl 
in a bosinesi conducted collect¬ 
ively—whether by a city, a county, 
a Hlntc, or a nation. Ta.xes make 
undertakings po,s.sible which indi¬ 
viduals cannot accomplish. 

Th<^ individual.s get together for 
common 'protection against the 
ravages of the elements, of enemies 
or of disease. 

They Ml'ST get together for 
ronds. streets, water, sewerage, 
schools, lighting and such other 
stale or munieipal busint««. us the 
commonwealth, Im‘ it small or 
large, can do better than the indi- 
vidii.tl, or wliieh the individual 
could not do at all.
